DIGEST

Temporarily modifies 312 IAC 5-9 that governs restricted boating zones on designated reservoirs to establish zones
on Prairie Creek Reservoir in Delaware County. A speed limit of 20 miles per hour is established for all watercraft.
Motorboats are prohibited from towing water skis and similar objects north of a line extending westerly from the bridge
over Huffman Creek on County Road 560 East (also known as Gates Road). These provisions mirror a new rule section
(proposed 312 IAC 5-9-4) given final adoption by the natural resources commission but not expected to be implemented
before the beginning of the 2002 boating season. Effective May 1, 2002.

SECTION 1. (a) This document establishes special watercraft restrictions on Prairie Creek Reservoir in
Delaware County.

(b) A person must not operate a watercraft in excess of twenty (20) miles per hour.

(c) A person operating a motorboat must not tow a water ski, a water sled, an aquaplane, or a similar object
north of a line extending westerly from the bridge over Huffman Creek on County Road 560 East (also known
as Gates Road).
